In like manner, when the Z/ighlanders about two years fin-> were 
brought down under the Conduct ' of their Chiefs into t:1ofke ces, 
where at leaſt five parts in. fix are of this Jeſuitical Sect ; What Tragji- 
cal outcries did you make at London ? though if the Papiſts ſhould have 
kept ſuch frequent, and gumerous Field-Conventicles in the Popiſh Slires 
of England, at a time when the Kings Standing Forces were not able to 
diſſipate the tenth of them ; you would have thought it both lawtul, 
expedient, and laudable to have ſent Thouſands of People trom Proteſtan: 
Shires, to Quarter among them for a little while, till other expedients cou 
have been-tound, You know very well, that the firſt Diſcoverer of the 
Horrid' Popiſh Plot hath declared toall the World, That Feſuits were ſent 
into Scotland about the ſame time that they _ to Field-Conventicle, to 
encourage them to Rebel, and diſturb the Miniſtery of the Duke of Lauder- 
dale; and yer you are ſo confident as to contradict him in this particular, 
reporting in favour of our-Fefiited Presbyterians, That there was no need 
for ſuch a Force to over-rule them, but that they were brought upon them 
purpoſely to provoke them to Rebel. | 

mult allo remind you, * of the innumerable Lyes you diſperſed (I 
cannot believe you rais'd them ) of the Devaſtations, Murders, Robberies, 
Rapes, fc. committed by the Highlanders among thoſe Presbyterian Fe- 
ſuits, though there were as few, and as ſmall diſorders commitred by 
them, as ever was by the like number, not only of Soldiers, but Men. 
For they are not Barbarians, as you Styled them, unleſs it be in the ſame 
ſence that the Greeks and Romans called all other People Barbarous, that 
ſpoke not their Languages, and wore not the PaZ, and Gown. No, I 
aſſure you, they are a very Civil, Generous, and Governable Peogle, who 
committed not half ſo many, nor ſo great diſorders in that expedition, as 
the Soldiers, who were levied about the ſame time in EZ»g/and, did about 
the places where they lay. Did = of them do ſuch a Barbarous a&tion 
(not to mention others) as that of Captain upon Sir Robert Viners 
Daughter? if they did, let it be publiſhed, but it they did not, then I 
beſeech ' you, be not acceſſory to ſuch lying Stories again. But the Loyal 
Highlanders were from the beginning Malls to the Covenant and Co- 
venanters, and this is the true ground, why our Presbyterians in the 
firſt place, and you by contagion from them in the ſecond, hate, and 
defame them ſo much. 

For the very ſame reaſon you are direted by them, to Calumniate the 
great name of his Grace the Duke of Landerdale. The Church is ſupported 
upon, and our Peſtilent Se&tarians cruſh'd under his Miniftery, and there- 
fore you Conſpire to repreſent him as a Tyrant, Papiſt, and what noe ? 
Though ſome of thgmoſt Conſiderable among you,know him to bea manot 
great Moderation and Piety, and one who abominates Pepery from his heart. 

I think fit alſo to mind you of the Miſrepreſentations which you made 
of the Archbiſhops Murder, endeavouring to lay it elſewhere than at the 
door of that Phanatical Party, who brought his Grace ( as the Feſ#/ts have 


done greater men ) to Ehuds Dagger, and Gideons Sword. I have _—

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a True Narrative of it, and of the Jeſuitica/ Principles upon which it 
was Committed ; on purpoſe, that you ſeeing of what manner of Faith, 
and Spirit this direful Sect are, may Betriend them no longer ; but ſhew 
your ſelves ſincere Proteſtants, in abhorring the worſt part of Popery in 
them, aſwel as in Papiſts properly ſo called. | 

Furthermore, I cannot but tell you, that I am very much offended at 


the ſpiteful manner, after which you have Treated the Church and her 
Clergy, ever ſince the Diſcovery of the Popiſh-Plot. I have ſeen the Nar.

Books which your Rabbies hav. latcly put out, and comparing them with 
other Phagatical, ſhall I call them, or Popiſh Libels ; merhinks I find little 
of the Ancient Puritan Spirit among you, , but that you have devia- 
ted ten times further from their Principles, than the Divines in Celeaſma

Spirit among you, and if you ſtop not in time, I am afraid, that as 
At of Parkin muſt * ne 4 in your Countrey for the nrotetion.of 
the Clergy, as have been made in ours. What? are you not aſhamedto 
Aſſault the Church on one ſide, while the Papiſts Storm her on the other ? 
A Church, of all the Reformed, moſt hated by the Papiſts, and whoſe 
Clergy alone hath done much more againſt Popery, than the Divines of 
all Reformed Communions in the World. And yet you are not aſha! 
to miſrepreſent this very tothe people for Pupiſts,or Popiſhbly a 
a Clergy, whoſe Writings all Foreign Proteſtant Divines ſtudy Engliſh 
purpoſe ro underſtand, and which at this dav_ * ;:raiſed be God for it ) ca 
produce more Great men, thanthe Greek and Zatir Churches, pur together 
in the molt flouriſhing Century, couldever ſhew 2t « time, 

But this is not to att like Proteſtants, but Papiſts, or whatſoever elſe you 
will caii thoie, who endeavour to ruin* the Fortreſs of the, Proteſtant 
Cauſe. And truly while ſome of your icading; Diſſenters openly avow, 
that they are neither Presbyterians, nor T1dependents, Sc. Nor of any 
other known name, do they not prompr us to believe, that they may be 
Papiſts, or at leaſt are ſo fondof their own Conceits, as to be of nothirig but 


of themſelves. So Arius, was an Arian, Novatus a Novatian, and Donatu 2; 


Donatift, and no part of Chriſtendom ever yet wanted men, who had the va- 
nity to alte&t ſingularity in Opinions ot Religion,toCommence Herefrarchs, 
and become Chiefs of a Sect. Thus for example,] know not what Mr. Baxter 
can be called, a Papift, or Baxterian , he is not of the Churchof 
England; it is manifeſt folly, and injuſtice to call him Papift ; He faith, 
He is no Presbyterian, Gc. fo muſt therefore like the Founder of an Here- 
ſie, be denominated from himſelf, unleſs he can reduce himſelf to any 
other denomination Catholick, or Heterodox, that now 1s, or ever was 
among Chriſtians, and if hecan, let him do us the favour to tell us what 
it is. 

I am likewiſe very much Scandalized at you, for giving the right hand 
of Fellowſhip to our Presbyterian Feſuits, whom, wgre you of the Prit- 
ciples of the Ancient Puritans, you would thruſt out of your Synagogues, 
as ſoon as you knew what they are ; ſhould you favour, and Careſs Pro- 
feſſed Feſuits, and admit them to your Communions , - would it not be 
reaſonable to ſuſpe@, that you were Jeſuits your ſelves ? and therefore if 


after this you ſhall own our Covenanting Hildebrandiſts, who ven

Beggar, who p far ſo great a Saint among them , that he was Regiltred for a 

Seeker of God in the Pregbytery Book of Glaſcow, was afterwards found guilty of above 
an hundred Adulteries, Inceſts, mnumerable Formcations, and Witch-Craft ; for which 
he ſhould have been Hanged , had not the Gloſcow-Fanaricks made a ibut) 
and bribed he Bak Judges to ſave his Life, ſo-that he was only Scourged through the 
Town. Afterwards he Dyed miſerably by a Ditch ; when he Tempred Women to Un. 
cleanneſs, he ſaid he would give them an holy Kiſs, and if he knew them not to be in 
the State of Grace, be not meddle with them. Since his Majeſties 
Seven or Eight great Fanaticks have been Burnt for Beffielity, who always went to 
Conwenticles, a refuſed to hear the Church-Miniſters Preach ; and in the Pariſh of 
Govean, in Two Years time, Eight Perſons were found guilty of Inceff, all Fanaticks, 
who acted their Abominations as they went to, and came from Conventicles, as 
confeſſed before the Presbytery of Glaſcow.

William Houſton at Elrkine, one of ther Miniſters, kept a Servant Maiden, with whom 
he Jay nightly till ſhe brought forth a Child, and then they both fied ro Iralavd. Mr. Saw. 
Rutherford their great Apalile, Mr. Fobm Karftaires, Mr. Matthew Rumſey, and 
Mr. 7ohn King, the Author of ths Speech, got their Wives with Child before Marriage; 
and for thus laſt, many doubr if he and his Wife were ever Married at all. 
Mr. Peter Paterſon, a certain Fanatical Lords Chaplain and Chamberlain, begot many 
Children in Adultery ; and though it was their Cuſtom to do all they could ro Conceal 
the Infirmities and Failings of their Miniſters and eminent Profeſſors, to ayoid Scandal, 
yet great 1s the number of ſych who were proceſſed for Adultery, as their own Presby- 
tery-Repiſters yet do ſhew. 

One Be bn Bridgeford in Michel Govean, a great Conventicler, and Married man 
the Year 1664. uſed to wait upon his Neighbours Wife to Conventicles, and Lye with 
her in the Return ; and Tempted her to it by the Example of Devid, ard told her it 
was the way to humble ber, and make her a good Chriſhan, as both he and ſhe judict- 
ally confeſſed before the Presbytery.

That the Nobles, and Lords were Miſcreants, Godleſs, Degenerate, Diſſemblers, and 
Enemies to the Church ; That the Privy-Council were Holliglaſſes, Cormorarts, and 
men of no Religion. For all which, notwithſtanding, the Kirk would nor let him Le 
queſhoned, becauſe it was delivered in the Pulpit. 

Accordingly, we ſtill find how that evil Spirit haunts the holy Sect at this day; in Lying, 
Sandering, Reproaching, and Back-biting all that love, or defend the Church. In 
particular, TI cannot but ubſerve, what monſtrous and malicious Lies and Calummes 
they and their Patriots have tor ſome years, almoſt daily raiſed againſt the Duke of
